To swallow 
a glnsM of milk, lemonade or iced tea 
or coffee rapidly Is, ns a matter of 
fact, Bomewhat Saagenaa, altaoagb. 
thirst at times makes one drink eager- 
ly without thinking. 
Sip liquids It 


you would derive the greatest possible 
benefit from them, and If water or 
cooling lemonade Is taken It should 
be at least one hour before and two 
hours after meals. 


Burnt Food. 


f f frnlt or vegetables have been burn- 


ed or scorched while cooking take tho 
stewpan and set In a pan of cold wa- 
ter (the colder tlie water tho better). 
Remove the lid and lenvo the stowpan 
In tho water about five minutes; then 
turn ite contents Into another sauce- 
pan. This prevents a burned taste or 
smell. 


To prevent a thick cake from burning 


at the bottom—that Is, n cake that must 
remain In the stove for an hour or two 
—sprinkle almost an Inch of comment 
over the bottom of the pan; then place 
a well buttered paper next to the bat- 
ter. 


Should a cake be burned on the out- 


side through careless baking scrape tho 
black parts very carefully and brush 
over with beaten white of egg: then 
dust with powdered sugar and put the 
cnko back Into tbe oven for flvo min- 
utes, when alt signs of burning will 
have disappeared. 


Uu of Citron. 


Citron when properly us"ed and pre- 


pared is BO delicious that it should be 
Introduced for a change more fre- 
Qnently. 


Substitute citron in any recipe call- 


ing for dried fruit. For a plain cake 
ax gingerbread add one cupful of 
minced citron slightly floured. Put a 
wnnll cnpful In the doughnut batter 
measured nftor dicing. In your lemon 
or vanilla icing put n little minced cit- 
ron dusted with pulverized sugar, and 
sprinkle n little of it shaved on top 
of cako before icing Is applied. 


When tho vanilla ice cream Is near- 


ly frozen remove the lid. and for two 
quarts drop In one of the large pieces 
of citron previously put through the 
meat grinder, again cover and finish 
as usual. 


Homemade Wadding Cake. 


A. bride's cnko may be made at home 


as follows: Ci'enm together three cup- 
fuls of sugar and one scant cupful of 
butter, adding tho sugar a little at a 
time. Add one cupful of milk. 
Sift 


thoroughly three cuptuls of hour, three 
teaspoonfnls of baking powder and 
ono cupful of corustnrcti 
Bent very 


light the whites of twelve egtts. To 
the CKK and sugar mixture add the sift- 
ed flour and. last of all, tlie beaten 
whites of tho twelve eggs. Flavor to 
fjisto. 
Stir nil together thoroughly. 


Ponr into well buttered and floured 
tins. Bake slowly in a moderate oven. 


Cereal Broad For Children. 


Cei eal bread contains a. maximum 


of nourishment and is nn excellent 
food for growing children. By the 
omission of shortening the bread be- 
comes more healthful, more easily di- 
gestd and less expensive. 


To make it, mix well one cupful 


whole 'oatmeal, one-half cupful barley 
flakes and one-half tenspoonful stilt 
and stir Into one quart boiling water. 
Cook briskly for two hours, 
rub 


through sieve and add sufficient water 
to make three cupfnls gruel; then add 
one pint milk and when lukewarm 
add one yenst cake dissolved In two 
tableapoonfuls warm water; add suf- 
flclent whole wheat floor to make soft 
dough; let stand until doubled in bulk, 
add enough more flour to make a me- 
dium still dongh, pour into greased 
baking pans, let rise and bake in mod- 
erate oven forty mlnijtes. When done 
it should be porous and slightly moist. 
This is best when one day old. 


Tomato Puree, 


Canned tomato soup can masquerade 


as a delicious puree if It Is mixed with 
bitlf its bulk of crenin or milk. Season 
hlEhly and add tbe cream before tbe 
soup is hented, as It Is loss likely to 
curdle. For variety barley or cut up 
spaghetti can be added.
